OPPOSE REMOVAL 
OF CLOSING BAN. 


Dr. Cochran in opposing any action 
at the health board meeting stated 
that he was sure Dr. Kennedy had 
not received reports of all cases of 
influenza occurring in the city, for he, 
himself, had sent in no names for a 
week, although required to do so both 
by a council and board of health ordi- 
nance. Dr. P. L. Moon, of the second 
ward, took sides with Dr. Cochran in 
asserting that the time had not ar- 
rived for a safe abandonment of pre- 
cautionary measures. 


Councilman Al H. Martin made an 
appeal on behalf of the theaters, and 
it was his request that induced a re- 
consideration of its action by the 
board. H. M, Patterson, president of 
the board, and Mayor Candler were 
both strongly in favor of acting upon 
Dr. Kennedy’s recommendation at once, 
but were unwilling to put the matter 
off until November 2, since it is not 
possible to determine what conditions 
a week hence will be. 


At the meeting of council there was 
much argument before the resolution 
repealing. the ordinanca was finally 
adopted. Councilman Nutting protest- 
ed vigorously against any change at 
the present time. 

Councilman Claude Ashley answered 
his objections by saying that Dr. IKen- 
nedy was in a position to keep up with 
the situation, and since daily reports 
were handed in to him by all the lead- 
ing phyisicians, he was better informed 
as to the. advisability of making a 
change than the members of council. 


FAVORS 
REMOVAL. 


Alderman Steve R. Johnston then ask- 
ed Dr. Kennedy, who was called to the 
front, if he was still in favor of lifting 
the ban after knowing the result of 
the health board’s meeting. Dr. Ken- 
nedy stated that he had no reason to 
change his mind since he had made his 
recommendation to the board, and that 
out of five doctors with whom he had 
talked since the morning conference 


there was not one but who reported 
conditions improved as far as his own 
practice was concerned. He said that 
he had taken into consideration the 
effect of opening the theaters and other 
gathering places before he had made 
his recommendation and if he had not 
thought lifting the ban on all these 
places would be safe now, he would not 
have made any suggestion. 

An amendment was then made by 
Counoilman Cochran providing that -the 
ordinance repealing the order not be- 
come effective until November 2.

DEALERS ARE PUNISHED 
FOR FAILURE TO REPORT

Any Grocer Who Sells Su- 
gar Before December, Aft- 
er Receipt of Official No- 
tice, Will Be Barred for 
War Period. 


Seven hundred retail grocers in the 
city of Atlanta and Fulton county will 
not be permitted to sell a pound of 
sugar throughout the remainder of Oc- 
tober and the month of November, it 
was announced Friday afternoon by 
County Food Administrator Ewing. 

The ordgr was issued because these 
seven hundred storekeepers failed to 
make proper report to the administra- 
tion covering previous sugar sales. 
Some weeks ago Administrator Ewing 
announced through the press and oth- 
erwise, that all retailers must make 
such reporis within a given time. 

Of the two thousand retail grocers 
in Fulton county approximately five 
hundred have failed to make any re- 
port whatever in this connection, and 
the reports of fully two hundred of 
the merchants are not satisfactory to 
the administration, indicating some ir- 
regularity in the sale of sugar.

At Age of 18 Years 
Property of State

They Are Compelled to 
Register at “Bureau of; 
Free Love,” But Have the 
Right to Choose Cohabi- 
tant Husbands. 


London, October 25.—(British 
less Service.)~Russian maidens under 
the jurisdiction of certain provincia) 
Bolshevik soviets become the “property 
of the state” when they reach the age 
of 18 years and are compelled to reg- 
ister at a government “bureau of free 
love,” according to the official gazette 
of the Vladimir soviet of workers and 
soldiers’ deputies, which recently pub- 
lished that soviet’s decree on the sub- 
ject. 

Under the decree, a woman having 
registered, “has the right to choose 
from among men between 19 and 50 a 
cohabitant husband.” The consent of 
the man chosen is not necessary, the de- 
cree adds, the man chosen having no 
right to make any protest, 

A similar privilege of choosing from 
among the registered women is given 
every man between 19 and 50, “without 
the consent of the women.” This pro- 
vision is described as “in the interest 
of the state.” 

Opportunities for choosing husbands 
and wives is to be presented once each 
month, the decree stated. Children born 
of such marriages are to become the 
Stringent rules 
and penalties are laid down for the pro- 
tection of girls less than 18. 

The decree further states that it has 
been based on the “excellent” example 
of similar decrees already issued at 
Luga, Kolpin and other places. A sim- 
ilar “project of provisional. rights in 
connection with the socialization of 
women in the city of Khevelinsk and 
vicinity,” has been published in the 
gazette of the workers’ *and soidiers’ 
deputies of that city.

With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, October 25.—(By A. P.)—! 
From a day of extraordinary severe | 
fighting the Americans emerged tonight 
slightly in advance of the positions 
they held yesterday. The gains made; 
are slight, but are regarded as ex- 
tremely important, especially on the 
left, where higher ground, dominating 
much.of the surrounding terrain, has 
been gained. 

There has be@n comparatively little 
alteration in the positions on the cen- 
ter, but the American footing in Bel- 


securely fixed, notwithstanding the de- 
termined efforts of the Germans 
force the Americans back. 

The fighting for positions just be- 
vond Belleau wood began at 4 o’cloek 
this morning, when the Americans drove 
their way forward. At daylight the 
Germans counter attacked, and since 
the failure of that operation have 
launched three attacks, equally unsuc- 
cessful. 

On the extreme left the gains made 
by the Americans Jeft them at the close 
of the day on the ridge extending from 
Talma farm to Pellejoyeuse farm, on 
a line through the Bourgogne woods. 

Clouds and ground mists reduced ae- 
rial activity to a minimum, but artil- 
lery, employing both high explosives 
and gas projectiles in enormous quanti- 
ties was used by both sides. Besides 
the artillery reaction at points where 
the offensive was in progress, the Ger- 
mans devoted much fire to the back 
areas and that portion of the front 
about Bantheville where the American 
line was advanced slightly. 

Germans May Retire. 

Despite the desperate resistance of 
the Germans and their aparent inten- 
tion to initiate a counter offensive, in- 
formation falling into the hands of the 
Americans continues to indicate an ene- 
my withdrawal to the Briqeunay line, 
one informent declaring it to be the in- 
tention of the Germans to withdraw to 
that positions between October 235 
and 31. 

The American troops, despite strong 
German artillery fire, improved their 
positions at three important points 
along the front east and west of the 
Meuse during last night. East of the 
Meuse the Americans drove the enemy 
from the eastern edge of, the Bois de 
Ormont, gaining their objective. 

In the region of Grand-Pre, west of 
the Meuse, the Americans straightened 
out their line and captured several im- 
portant ridges. Between Rappes wood 
and Bantheville wood the American line 
was extended despite stubborn resist- 
ance. 

Among the prisoners captured by the 
Americans are members of the Twenty- 
eighth division, known as the “flying 
shock’ division.” 

American Soldiers Rescued, 

Twelve American soldiers separated 
from their own lines have returned 
after spending four days NHiiding in 
shell holes and underbrush in the region 
of Loges farm. They fought off some 
small detachments of Germans, but 
were unable to reach places of safety 
because of the enemy  sharpshooters. 
Notwithstanding the constant harassing 
the twelve made patrolling expeditions 
each night, and brought back valuable 
information regardi the enemy gun 
positions. Their only food during the 
four days consisted of their emergency 
rations, and these they ate the first 
night.

“Tt of course, the repudiation 
of one of his former statements, to 
the effect that politics was adjourn- 
ed—a statement which, of course, 
he has already repudiated by 
action. 

“I have no comment just at this 
moment, but I will deal with the 
matter in a speech after I have had 
time to read the document, which 
all good Americans will regard as 
the most lamentable appeal to poli- 
tics ever made by a president during 
a great war which has been heartily 
supported by all good citizens with- 
out regard to party, but which so 
far as there have been party differ- 
ences at all has been more heartily 
supported by his political opponents 
than by his political friends.”

Washington, October 25.— Presiden: 
Wilson in a statement today addressed 
to his fellow countrymen asked them 
to return a democratic congress in the 
November elections if they have ap- 
proved of his leadership in this critical 
time. 

Failure to return a democratic ma- 
jority to both the senate and house of 
representatives, the president said, not 
only would seriously impair his power 
to administer the great trust assigned 
him by the constitution, but would be 
interpreted abroad as a repudiation of 
his leadership. 

The president’s action electrified re- 
publicans at the capital, who prepared 
a formal reply in the name of the 
party leaders in the senate and house 
and the chairmen of the senate and 
house republican congressional cam- 
paign committees. 

The republican statement, declaring 
the minority party in congress had 
supported the administration policies 
since the war with @ unanimity and 
arm absence of criticism unprecedented 
in party history, pointed to the record 
as proof. 

Th war, the republicans contend, is 
not the president’s “‘personal war,” nor 
the war of congress, nor of a party, but 
of the American people, and declares 
“the republican party, representing 
more than half the citizenship of the 
country, demands its rightful share” in 
the burden and responsibilities it im- 
poses. | ae 

If given a majority in either or both 
houses, the leaders said, the republican 
party would drive forward the war and

It was stated at the meeting held on 
June 22nd, 1918, that Mr. Steele, then 
a member of the Legislature, would in- 
troduce a bill changing the law as to 
DeKalb County so that we should have 
Five Commissioners instead of One. The 
bill had in fact been published. Some 
were of the opinion that the bill pro- 
vided for an election by the people to 
ratify the bill before it should become 
a law. The bill had not been passed, 
however, and could easily be amended 
so as to become a law without a vote 
of the people. The bill might be de- 
feated in the legislature, regardless of 
what it provided. The Executive Com- 
mittee did not know just what was best 
to do, so the entire matter was referred 
by a vote of the Committee to the above 
named three gentlemen to investigate 
the matter and report back to the entire 
Committee. All fair-minded citizens 
will readily see that the Committee was 
only seeking light on the situation in 
order to take action, and that no action 
was taken at this meeting, either de- 
claring for or against an election. ' 

Complaint is also made by the leader 
of the Anti-Freeman Party that an 
agreement was had between some 
friends of the bill and some opponents

6,000 Volunteer Wamen 
Workers Spend the Entire 
Day in Securing Names, 
Addresses and Employ- 
ment of All Persons Over 
12 Years. 


Atlanta’s great one-day census taken 
by an army of 6,000 volunteer women 
workers for use in connection with the 
United War Work Campaign went over 
yesterday with flying colors. 

In spite of the epidemic of influenza, 
in spite of threatening weather all day 
Thursday and early Friday morning, in 
spite of the numerous difficulties aris- 
ing from the haste with which the cen- 
sus Was necessarily organized, one 
thousand teams of five workers each 
reported for duty aimost 100 per cent 
perfect when the time arrived to 
launch the drive. 

To be exact, the number of workers 
who actually presented themselves to 
their division chairmen was 95 per cent 
of the total, and the per cent of

_absentees were quickly made up by as- 


signing Atlanta school teachers to take 
their places, the latter having been or- 
ganized as a special reserve force for 
meeting just such emergencis. 
Efficient Work Done. 

The workers covered the city with 
complete and efficient thoroughness, get- 
ting the names of every person above 12 
years of age, together with the residence 
addresses of all, -and the business ad-

WOUNDED SOLDIERS 
PAY FINE TRIBUTE 
TO THE RED CROSS 


As George Eliot put it once upon a 
time, “It’s great not only to be loved, 
but to know that you are loved.” And 
the American Red Cross may now rest 
assured of that fact. 

For the soldiers themselves hawve 
gone on record. Just a few days ago 
a group of American convalescents 
from the western front reached Fort 
McPherson, and one of the first things 
they did after their arrfval was to pre- 
pare a statement indorsing the Amer- 
ican Red Cross in the highest terms. 
Sergeant J. R. Born, who hails from 
Arkansas, is the man who started the 
idea. The statement follows: 

“We, the undersigned officers and 
enlisted men of the United States army, 
returned from overseas because of 
wounds or eickness, desire to publicly 
express our thanks to the American 
Red Cross for its princely treatment of 
us both in France and the United 
States. It has in every way carried 
out the wishes of the American people 
to the most extreme degree in caring 
for our needs and comfort, and has 
earned the most heartfelt gratitude of 
every American soldier.” 

“A Red Cross stretcher bearer res- 
cued me within ten minutes from the 
time I was wounded, in a wheat field 
in France,” one of the convalescents 
informed a Constitution reporter Fri- 
day, in commenting on the work of the 
Red Cross. “On the way back to a tem- 
porary tent hospital we met other Red 
Cross workers with chocolate, cigar- 
ettes and other comforts for the sol- 
diers. 

“Both at the temporary hospital and 
later at permanent headquarters the 
wounded American soldier is given 
every possible attention. And under no 
circumstances will the Red Cross ac- 
cept one penny from.a soldier for any 
little comforts or luxuries. Time and

office for the next few days. 

It has been frequently srated through | 
the papers that these reports are neces-| 
sary not only on aecount of an ordi-' 
nance passed on by the board of health 
and council, but because a federal reg- 
ulation has now made influenza a re- 
portable disease. However, many doc- 
tors admit that they have failed to 
do this, but are expected to do so 
from now on, having had their atten- 
tton again called to the seriousness of 
the demand for such reports. 

There were 24 new cases of influenza 
reported as of Thursday, and 86 names 
which came in on Friday belonging to: 
the 16th, and succeeding days. 

Dr. Kennedy stresses the fact that}! 
he wishes only the new cases sent in| 
from day to day, and physicians should | 
by no means hand in cards representing 
patients of several days’ standing. 

It is difficult to make a comparison 
of Friday's cases with preceding cases, 
owing to the number of delayed re- 


about half as many new cases of in- 
fluenza as for the previous day. 
There were 11 deaths in Atlanta from 
inflenza and pneumonia from noon 
Thursday to noon Friday. These were 
divided as follows: From pneumonia, 2; 
from influenza, 2; from both causes, 7. 
The mortality rate may remain near- 
ty the same for a few days more be- 
fore the general improvement in con- 
ditions can be felt. The number for 
Friday was. much less than those a 


week ago.

After 2 o'clock Sunday all trains will 
be run by the later time, but there will 
be no confusion. ,The schedules will 
remain as they afe. Trains on the

now is all but in British hands. 

Between the Oise and Serre rivers 
American naval gunners with 16-inch 
guns have joined the French in their 
efforts to hammer their way northeast- 
ward toward Hirson, one of the key 
point positions in the German line. 
American shells from these guns are 
being hurled against both Vervinsj and 
Rozoy. Further progress has been 
made by the French in this region, but 
only after the hardest kind of fighting. 

Likewise on both sides of the Meuse 
the Americans have advanced their line 
nothwithstanding the strong resistance 
of the enemy. North of Grand-Pre, 
which lies in the valley above the fa- 
mous Argonne forest, several hills of 
the utmost importance from a strate- 
gZic standpoint have been taken from 
the desperately resisting enemy ma- 
chine gunners and artillerists. Nu- 
merous. violent counter attacks have 
been launched by the Germans against 
the Americans, but all these have been 
successfully sustained. The Germans 
in this region now are badly outflank- 
ed by the French standing on the left 
of the American line at Vouziers and 
it is probable they soon will be com- 
pelled to readjust their entire line 
from the north of Vouziers to the re- 
gion of [tain. 


GERMANS RETREAT 
BEFORE BRITISH. 


With the British Army in France 
and Flanders, October 25.,—(By A. P.) 
The British troops tonight were on 
the outskirts of Lequesnoy, having 
driven forward across the Lequesnoy- 
Valenciennes railway after heavy 
fighting. The enemy appears to have 
retreated from a considerable portion 
of the ground in this zone.

If a line were drawn through the 
positions now held by General Horne’s 
army on the north and General Byng’s 
forces on the south, it would pass well 
to the east of Valenciennes.

The details of the fighting here eres 
not yet available, but it is known that 
the British pushed through earlv in 
the day and were still going ahead.

FRENCH TROOPS 
ENTER RUMANIA 
AND BEAT GERMANS 


Paris, October 25.—French patrols 
have croaseq the Danube river and in- 
vaded Rumania near Lom Palanka, de- 
feated Germap detachments and taken 
prisoners, according to the war office 
communication issued tonight. 

hTe statement reads: 

‘Army of the East—On the Danube 
in the region of Lom Palanka there 
have been artillery duels. The fire of 
a batteries damaged an enemy mon- 
tor. 

“In the course of incursions on the 
north bank of the Danube French pa- 
trols have inflicted losses on rman 
detachments and taken prisoners. — 

“Serbia—On the front of Paracin-

oners have been taken.” 


SERB TROOPS WIN 
IN MORAVA VALLEY. 


London, October 26.—-The Serbians 
have defeated the armies of the enemy 
in the valley of the Great Morava river, 
says an official Serbian announcement. 
The enemy ig retreating in disorder. 

The statement, which bears yester- 
day’s date, follows: 

“Serbian troops have defeated the 
enemy’s armies in the valley of the 
Great Morava river. The enemy is re- 
treating in disorder toward the north. 
We liberated Paracin (in the Morava 
valley, 40 miles nertheast of Nish), 
Varazin and Belonshitch and captured 
morethan 200 prisoners. We are suc- 
cessfully advancing toward the north.”

Berlin, October 25.—(Via London,)— 
German general headquarters today is- 
sued the following statement on opera- 
tions in Serbia: 

“There have been enemy attacks on 
both sides of the Morava. West of 
the river we were presed back a short 
distance in the region south of Kra- 
guievatz.

9,000 PRISONERS 
AND 150 CANNON 
TAKEN BY BRITISH 


London, October 25.—Nine thousand 
Germans have been made prisoner and 
150 guns have been captured by the 
British in fheir attacks against the 
Germans, according to Field Marshal 
Haig’s communication issued tonight. 

South of Valenciennes the. British 
have reached the entire railway line on 
the front between lLequesnoy= ahd 
Maing. The text of the communication 
follows: 

“We have continued 
the battle front south 
Scheldt. 

“We have captured Sepmeries and 
Querenaing and reached the line of the 
Lequesnoy-Valenciennes railway from 
the northwest of Lequesnoy to the east 
of Maing. 

“In the afternoon several counter at- 
tacks were repulsed on this front. 

“During Wednesday and Thursday on 
the Sambre-Scheldt battle front the first, 
third and fourth British armies oap- 
tured 9,000 prisoners and 150 guns. 
North of Valenciennes we have cleared 
the enemy rear guards from the villages 
of KBruille and Burison,” 

The British day report says: 

“Yesterday afternoon our troops at- 
tacked and captured Vendegies-Sur- 
Ecaillon and made progress on the high 
ground to the east of the village. A 
counter attack in this neighborhood was 
successfully repulsed. The fighting was 
reeommenced in this sector at an early 
hour this morning. At the close of the 
fighting yesterday the enemy's resist- 
ance in Maing was overcome and the 
village remained in our hands. 

“On the remainder of the battle front 
our advanced troops pushed forward at 
different points.” 


FRENCH GAIN 
AT ALL POINTS. 


Paris, October 25.—The French ad- 
vanced their line at all points, despite 
the mast stubborn resistance of the 
enemy. More than 2,900 prisoners, with 
cannon and machine guns were cap- 
tured, according to the official state- 
ment issued by the war office tonight. 

The statement follows: 

“Between the Oise and the Serre our 
attacks are eontinuing with suecess. 
Our troops have greatly increased 
their advance north of Villers-Le-Sec 
and have taken the Ferrieres farm. 
Between Villers-Le-Sec and the Fer- 
rieres farm we have taken strongly 
organized positions despite the resist- 
ance of the enemy, who counter at- 
tacked vainly several times. Up to 
the present we have counted 800 pris- 
oners. 

"On the Serre front 
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ceeded in crossing the river and be- 
tween Crecy and Mortiers have estab- 
lished ourselves on the north bank of 
the river on a width of more than 
one kilometre. 

“East of the Souche violent combats 
gave us important advantages. We 
have advanced our line in the neigh- 
borhood of Caumont farm, east of the 
Vesle and the villages of Caumont 
and Pierrepont are in our hands. We 
have counted more than 250 prisoners. 

“During the day the battle assumed 
an extremely violemt character. Be- 
tween Sissonne and Chateau Porcien 
this morning after strong artillery 
preparation troops, supported by 
tanks, attacked the powerful organi- 
zations of the enemy that oppose us 
in this region. To the left we suc- 
ceeded in making some progress in 
the woods around the Sissonne-La- 
Zelveroad. 

“To the east we have conquered by 
hand-to-hand fighting St. Quentin-Le- 
Petit and have reached the roa@ con- 
necting this village with Banogne and 
Recouvrance and the southern out- 
place. The hamlet 
of Recouvrance is in our possession. 

“On our right we have penetrated 
the enemy positions along Conde-Le- 
Herpy and Hill 145 and have taken a 
footing in the Herpy mill. In all this 
region the enemy resistance was par- 
ticularly stubborn. We took more 
than 2,000 prisoners and captured nine 
cannon and numerous machine guns. 

“East of Rethel we have completed 
our success of this morning in the re- 
gion of Ambly and Fleury. One hun- 
dred and five prisoners, of whom six 
are officers, among them a chief of 
battalion, have been counted. 

“Belgium: The operations 
army group in Flanders continue fa- 
vorably. On the Belgian front the 
enemy has shown some activity with 
artillery and machine guns. 

“This morning on the Freneh right 
and the British left in local attacks 
between the Lys and the Escault river 
east of Courtrai the French troops, in 
spite of stubborn enemy resistance, 
took the Zulte plateau and are in the 
Outskirts west of Zulte. Afterwards 
they conquered the Blaunpoort farm 
and advanced their front on the road 
between Waereghem and Anseghem. 
British troops have captured Engog- 
hem and Ooteghem and have continued 
their progress toward the Escault.”

GETTING TOGETHER. 


Following a recent, and not altogether 
harmonious, meeting of representatives of 
the citizens of the school district, composed 
of the fifth and eighth wards, held at the 
Engtish Avenue school, a committee of six 
of those who represented the fifth ward at 


— 


that meeting suggested further Sotbors: | 


tions in the interest of harmony. 


Asserting that “we are aware that no 
ward limes, petty factionalism or any other 
condition should render impossible the elec- 
tion of the best man from our district to 
this highly important position”—that of 
school board membership—the committee 
suggested that “immediate arrangements 
should be made for a mass meeting at each 
of the several schoolhouses in the district,” 
the purpose being the selection by popular 
expression, of a candidate to be voted upon 
at the school board election in December. 


Responsive to that 4 proposal, and the 
avowal of its position by the representative 
citizenship of the fifth ward, a similar com- 
mittee representing the eighth ward replied 
in substance as follows: “We commend 
your splendid spirit; and it is ours. Come 
on; let’s get together. And, all together, | 
let us sift the available school board ma- 
terial of both wards—let us do it openly, 
above board and in the good old demo 
cratic way—and select the best man that we 
can find to ~epresent our district on the 
board of education; and on whom the whole 
district can agree.” 

And this morning we present the news 
of a similar development im the second and 
third ward district. 


This is all in the right spirit, and it is 
splendidly expressive of refreshing and 
reassuring sentiment. - 

At the meetings proposed, with the doors 
open to everybody and with everybody on 
an equal basis, differences of opinion will 
be ironed out and disesensions of the past 
winnowed away; and the result will be a 
school system worthy the best standards 
of the city. 

It is well that the representative citi- 
gens of the fifth ward recognize the fact— 
as their communication referred to indi- 
eates they do—that the selection of afl of 
the delegates from each of the school com 
mumities of the ward by one man, is sub- 
versive of the basic principle invo?ved in 
the new school law. 

Under the old plan two councilmen and 
one alderman from each ward selected the 
members of the school board, the selection 
of each board member being m the hands 
of the councilmanic and aidermanic detega- 
tion from the respective wards. 

No feature of the old system has ever 
been more severely condemned than this, 
and none deserved more severe critictsm, 
and for that reason the selection of the 
school board by the whole people—by an 
expression of the sentiment and choice arts 
ing from a movement originating at the 
hearthstones of the community—was made 
the basic principle of the new law. Respon- 
sibility for the manner of school board ad- 
ministration was delegated to the home. 

For one man, no matter If he is the best 
man who ever fived, to assume all of the 
power and authority with which the spirft 
and the letter of the new law vests the 
whole. people would, if ‘tol rated, bring 
about a condition that would be even worse 
than that under the old and discarded 
system. 

Fortunately, ‘the citizens of the fifth 
ward, some of them delegates to the very 
meeting the procedure at which was com- 
plained against, now see the error tha: was 
made at that meeting and have proceeded 
to correct it. 

The citizens of the eighth ward have 
accepted the conciltatory proposal, and it 
seems now that those two wards, acting by 
the expressed will of the people, will get 


together on a man acceptable to both wards 
and to all of the people. 

May this sentiment and this spirit spread 
throughout the entire city! 

There is hardly a limit to the possibili- 
ties that this movement holds for the ben- 
efit of the Atlanta school system alone, and 
of the city as a whole. 


It is of the highest importance that the 
people should make the most of their op- 
portunity to themselves select the candi- 
dates for the school board, and the selec- 
tion in every instance should be at the 
people’s and not at the nominee’s initiative. 


_ AS a matter of truth, the very fact that 
any man—regardiess of whom he is or how 
high his standing in his community—be- 
comes a candidate for school board mem- 
bership, and seeks by his own personal ef- 
forts in his own behalf to promote his can- 
didacy, is the best argument against his 
desirability as 2 nominee or a board mem- 
ber. 

If there ever was a time when the office 
should seek the man, and in which any man 
seeking the office should be ignored by the 
voters, it is right now in Atlanta in the 
matter of recruiting the elective school 
board! The mere fact that any man per- 
sonally aspires to the office should be re- 
garded as prima facie evidence that he is 
not the man whom the community wants 
for the place! And, however pure and ex- 
alted his motives may be, his very sugges- 
tion of his own candidacy automatically 
subjects his purposes to question. 

This school democratization movement 
in Atlanta is working out splendidly thus 
far; but its ultimate success depends en- 
tirely upon the people themselves and the 
manner in which they employ the opportu- 
nity that is now theirs. 


JUDGE A. H. ALSTON. 

The death of Judge A. H. Alston, of 
Clayton, Ala., marks the passing of another 
distinguished representative of the noble 
manhood and chivalry of “The Old South.” 

A loyal son of the Old South, who served 
through the civil war, he brought, with 
courtly grace and genuine helpfulness, the 
best of her traditions to the service of the 
New. e 

He was, indeed, a veteran of splendid 
service, who literally “died in harness.” 

His was a long and honorable life of 
work for others, to which he gave his time 
and talents unreservedly. 

A just and fearless judge, on the bench 
he presided with dignity, and honor to the 
profession of the law in his every adminis- 
tration of it. 

But his work for the public good did not 
end there, for he was active in every move- 
ment which contributed to the welfare of 
the people. He was one of the chief factors 
in the establishment of the State Industrial 
School for Girls, at Montevallo, Ala., and 
a, staunch friend of the Universty of Ala- 
bama, as of all the educational interests and 
institutions of that state. 

No braver man went to the war. and no 
more courageous jurist ever sat on the 
bench. 

This will be the tribute of all who knew 
the man and his work. 

Up to the minute of the recent attack to 
which his death was due, he gave the best 
that was in him for the good of all. He 
served well and nobly to the last. As his 
life was an inspiration to others for higher, 
nobler effort, so in his death he has left to 
all a radiant memory of love and service.

‘ELIGIBLE TO ENTER 
OFFICERS’ SCHOOL

All qualified men between. the ages of 18 
and 45 are eligible to enter officers’ training 
schools, provided they are not given deferred 
classification on account of industrial occu- 
pation, including agriculture, were the in- 
structions received Friday by Major Joel B. 
Mallet, selective service officer for Georgia, 
from Provost Marshal General Crowder. 

Major Mallet desires to correct the im- 
pression existing in the minds of many local 
board members that no man shalk be ac- 
cepted for service in the schools unless he 
has first been placed in Class 1 and has 
waived deferred classification entirely. 

It is also pointed out that men entering 
officers’ training schools: and failing to re- 
inducted into 
of the nation only in 
case they are originally in Class 1, while 
those in deferred classes are to revert to 
their original status in civilian life. It is 
not desired, say the military authorities, to 
take men from deferred classifications and 
induct them arbitrarily into the army in 
case they fail to complete the course at the 
officers’ training schools. 

The attention of the local boards has been 
called to this fact, and those boards which 
have heretofore refused to assent to a regis- 
trant entering officers’ training schools un- 
less he agrees to waive deferred classifica- 
tion are being shown the error of their 
ruling.

PEANUT REGULATIONS 
WILL REMAIN IN FORCE 


The regulation having to do with peanut 
hoarding will remain in force, Dr. Andrew M. 
Soule, food administrator for the state of 
Georgia, announced Friday, in response to a 
request from the state bureau of markets 
that the law be revoked in this connection. 

In asking that the regulation, which pro- 
vides that buyers shall not hold peanuts 
more than sixty days, be annulled, the bureau 
pointed out that peanuts are now selling tn 
the state of Georgia for less than their 
value, due in part at least to the adminis- 
tration’s regulation, which forces the prod- 
uct on the market faster, it is claimed, than 
the demand justifies. 

Dr. Soule’s reply to the bureau’s request 
is as follows: 

“State Bureau of Markets, Mr. L. B. Jack- 
son, Director, Atlanta, Ga— Dear Sir: Reply- 
ing to your recommendation of October 22, 
requesting amendment of regulations on ‘the 
peanut buyer,’ we would say: 

“The purpose, the spirit and the letter of 
the act of the congress of the United States, 
known as ‘the food control act,’ was to pre- 
vent profiteering through manipulation of 
the markets of food commodities by specu- 
lators. 

“The specific request made in your letter 
above referred to goes directly to that point; 
it seeks to make of the speculator in peanuts 
an unregulated and restricted agency for 
manipulation. As you are undoubtedly aware, 
there is no regulation or restriction of the 
food administration which prevents the pro- 
ducer of peam:ts, or any other foodstuff for 
that matter, from holding or storing his crop 
yield just so lone as he desires. The annul- 
ment requested by you, therefore, in giving 
the actual producer no scope whatsoever 
which he does not already possess under the 
act of congress, can be designed to benefit 
solely the speculator, who, after such an- 
nulment, would purchase the commodities 
from the producer at fictitiously depressed 
prices and hold them for immense specula- 
tive profits. 

“Inasmuch as the act of congress is in- 
tended to prevent profiteering by specula- 
tion, and the regulations of the food admin- 
istration are made under and to conform to 
the act of congress, we do not feel it would 
be consistent or proper to make the recom- 
mendation requested in your letter of Oc- 
tober 22. Yours very truly,

GERMAN BATTLE PLANE 
TAKEN BY AMERICANS 


With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, October 25.—(By A. P.)— 
Americans captured an immense Ger- 
man armored battle plane Wednesday 
north of Brieulles. The machine was 
virtually intact, but the pilot and gun- 
ners made their escape. 

It is presumed that the battle plane 
was downed a day or two ago by Amer- 
ican aviators.
